Washington, March 14.=—The develop-
ments of today in the American-Span=
igh situation were these: The consums-
mation of the purchase by this gov-
ernment of the crulsers Amazoenas and
Admiral Abreuall, building in England
for Brazil; the sailing from Cadiz pre-
sumably for Cuba of the Spanish
gquadron, and the almost simultansous
departure from Lisbon in the same di-
rection of the Unlted States war ves-
gels Helenn and Bancroft; and the
denlul of the Bpanish minlster and by
#enor Juan Aballos that the latter was
in Washington as & commissioner from
the Spanish government to make ov-
ertures for a settlement of the Cuban
question.

There waa also a report that Spain
had purchased the batleship O'Higgins
from Chile, but this was not conflrmed,

Meanwhile, the greatest actlvity con-
tinues in the line of army and navy
preparations for possible hostilities,

The negotlations for the purchase of
the Brasilian warships had been pend-
ing for a week and were doubtless
hurried to a closa because of the knowl-
edge that the Spanish agents had been
striving to secure them. It I8 sald that
the erulsers would, in the event of ,war,
be of much greater value to Spain than
to the United States. The next quos-
“tion is how to get the ships home and

"t has not yet been settled, accord-

o the secretary of the navy, The

1. « States flag will be holsted over
the new ship within & week probably
and just ns soon as the créew can be
the Ambngonus she will
st for the United States. The other
vessel will follew at the earllest pos-

AVAILABILITY OF SHIPR.

The avallabllity of the two Brasilinn
ghips was flrét brought to the atten-
ti'n of the navy department by Mr,
La ; agent of the Maxim-Nordenfeldt
o ypany, who was suthorized to dis-
{ #e of those ships building at Els-
wick, «nd two others In course of con-
struction In France, Mr, Lane said to-
day that the two ships purchused
would be & most desirable acquisition
to the American navy, As they were
the Ilatest and best products of the
famous Armstrong yards. One of the
ships Is complete In every respect, hus
her coal supply and ammunitlon on
board and steam can be ralsed at any
time, There will be no trouble in
bringing this ship across, as an ade-
quate force from the local yards can

he secured for the service, It & sald
the coal and ammunition on board
pasged with the sale to the Unlted
Btates. The ammunition 18 not all of

the kind in use by the Uinited States
navy, =o that the supply of ammuni-
tion 18 n necegsary adjunct to the new
ships. The other ship has beén launch-
ed, but It will take 2ome time to make
her ready for =ea. Mr, Lane bhelleves,
however, that there will be no difficulty
in bringing her over immediately if it
is desired to make the move without
delay, as the hull of the ship I= so
well along that she could be towed and
her own sail power utilized for the
trip across,

A dnngerous deficiency In the engl-
neer hranch of the navy hasa been
hrought 1o lght strikingly In the fact
that It Is scarcely possible to secure n
mtaff of engineers ofMcers to bring
back to the United Btates any of the
ships purchased abroad. A short time
Aago when orders were glven to rush
the woark of putting the crulser Chi-
cago in shape for active gervice, the en-
gineer in chilef proposed that he would
have the ship ready In three months
instead of six as was estimated

To do thix, however, It wan nec-
ecasary to abandon the naming of “the
department of the Platte” and the ters
ritory included within the present lim-
Its of that department will be known
as the department of the Missourl,

The bureau of ordnance of the war
department opened bids today for a
large supply of armor-plercing projecs
tileg and for 12000000 rifle ball cuart-
ridgee. The bidding brought together
a number of the representatives of the
lirge stoel and ammunition companies,
saome of whom took occaslon to glve
assurance that In the present emer-
gency government work would be given
the preference over commereial arders.
The bidders for steel projectiles, vary-
ing In size from the 8-inch steel capped
ghot to the 1,000 pound shot, were the
Midvale Steel company, the B. Atha
Iingaworth company, the Carpenter
company, and the Furth Sterling com-
pany. Awards will be muade within a
few days,

Two estimates of appropriations to
meet the cost of the recently author-
Ized addition of two regiment= of ar-
tillery to the army were sent to cons-
grese todey by Seeretary Alger, One
was for a supplemental estimate of
$481,162 for the appropriation for the
PRy of the army for the next flscal year
and the other was for a deficiency of
$154,170 In the current yeur approprin-
tions to defray the added expenditures
for the remainder of this year,

THE FERN FEEDING
STARVING CUBANS

Terrors of the Siiuatlon Have Not Been
Exaggerated,

THE TERRIBLE FEELING OF UNREST

Reconcentradoes Are Harnssed by an
Overpowering Drend ‘Uhnt Hangs
About Theme=the Impression Is
Growing ‘That the Report of Counrt
ot luquiry Will Not He FPresented
for Some Timo Yet.

Key West, Fla., March 14.—The Uni-
ted States dispatch boat Fern arrived
here this afternoon from Matanzus,

The Fern's trip was uneventful, She
reached Matanzas on Saturday and at
onee began discharging provisions In-
to lighters, On shore o fow persons
had gathered, but there was no demon-
stratlon of any kind. The share of
Iroviglons for Matanzos was got rid

of In & business ke way and the Fern |
g | o'clock this morning.

then sailed for S8agua ln Grande, where
the same programme was gone through
on Sunday, the operation of the lading

United States Consul Barker boarded
the Fern upon her arrival at Sagun,
He was overjoved to !l;:'-'
ship once more eventhough it was
only the UHttle Fern, The consul sald
there were about 26,000 sturving recon-
céntradoos In his distriet. An officer
of the Foern sald to the correspondent
of the Assoclated Fress today: It
secems as i the gladness of the wretch-
ed Cubuns at our arrival was stifled
by the overpowering dread that hangs
ahove the people of Cuban and that
could not be dispelled even with the
coming of the food for which they
longed. Naturally we saw little, Qurs
was no exploring trip But we saw
enough to convinee us that the stories
emanating from Matanzas and espee-
lally from Sagua la Grande are not
exaggerated.”

The Fern will probably go back with
more provisions ashout Friday. The
torpedoes and shells  which  arrived
Friday were transterrod today to Fort
Taylor and considerable local exclto-
ment was ralsed over rumors that they
were belng placed In position. An offi-
cer who would be connected with sich
work, however, denfed this report and
sald: “When you see these mines or
torpedoes being placed you ean make
up your mind that war Is more immi-
nent than it is at present, They will
not be put In position until the last
moment: for however good the mine,
it Is always liable to become useless
through the action of water,

WILL NOT RISK USEFULNESS,

“We are not golng to risk the Usite
fulness of wexpensive explogives by
premature submersion, Al these tor-
pedoes be lald In twenty-four
hours, 1f we lndd them now they would
not only be lable to corrosion, but
everybody on the Jsland would get an
ideq of their positions, The delleate
nature of these defense torpedoes seems
hardly to have been reallzed by theor-
ISl ug 1o the Maine explosion, 1t
would be against the judgment of all
experts and the practice of all gove

George

Gibbon was marrled on Tuesday lnst

and ook his bride to his fAther's home,

The young men in the wicinity decided

to glve them a serenade, ‘Thera were

eleven In the erowd and thev were
armed with drums, horns, fddles, pans,
and other instruments, They arrived

At the Glbbon house at § o'clock. As

they drew near they heard a window

open and caught the remark:

“Here they come now,"

Stopplng In front of the house, they
beégan thelr nols=e, but havdly & minute
elupeed befors the shutters of a sec-
ond-story window were thrown open
and three plesol shots were fired in
rapld guccession. One of the hullets
Etruck young Horine, and he was found
the road with n
bullet wound In hi= right temple, The
wounded man wase carried to a near-
by house, where he expired at 2.10
Both the elder
and the younger Gibbon are aconeged of
the killing, but nobody saw which one
fired the revolver,

Young Horine llved on the country
place of Mr., J. Roger McSBherry. a fow
miles from the clty. The Glbbons are
highly respected,

DEAD OX A YACHT.

Mrs, Tharston, Wife of the Senator.
Expives While on a Plensure
Trip on the Anita.

Washington, March 14.—Consul Gen-
eral Lee has notified the state depart-
ment of the death today at Sapgua la
Grande, Cuba, of the wife of Henator
Thurston, of Nebraska, on board the
vacht Anita.

Senator and Mrs, Thurston were
members of a congressional party
whivh left Fort Monroe, March 2, for a
trip to Cuba on the yacht Anita. The
party had a stormy night off Hatteras
and put Into Charleston. The trip was
continued atter a few dayg' rest, The
Anita, first touched Cuba at Havana
and afterward went on to Matanzas
and Sagua la Grande, The brief an-
nouncement of Mrs., Thurston's death
was guite unsatisfactory to her many
acqualntances In this clty, and every
effort wag made to secure detalls, as
the demise was unexpected. Mrs,
Thurston was in excellent health when
she left the colty, having taken an ac-
tive part in the annual convention of
the Daughters of the American Revo-
lutlon, which met here the week before
her departure, Mrs Thurston before
her marvinge was Mise Martha Poland,
a niece of Luke Poland, of Vdrmont,
prominent years ago in the house of
representatives,

My, and Mre, Thurston celebrated
thelr silver wedding heére last foll, They
have several children,

CUBAN QUESTION

Open Letter on the Subject from Dr.
Guiteras,

THE PLAN OF FORCING AUTONOMY

The Writer Cannot Bellave That
Such Plans Aro Entertained by the
United States=«The Canadian Situ=
ntion Not a Parauliel Case.

Philadelphia, March 14.—<Dr, Jolhn
Gulteras, the representative of the
Cuban junta in this city, In an opemn
letter today discussed the published
stntements that there |8 a project on
foot to settle the Cuban question on a
basls of autonomy. “The plan, says
Dr. Gulterns, “suggests for Cuba all
the privileges now enjoyed by Cannda.
I cannot believe that such a plan Is
entertained by the Unlted States gov-
ernment, and I feel that an appeal
ghould be made to public opinlon to
pronounce Itselfl against the consum-
mation of such a sacrifice.”

He holds that there are two
why the plan of forcing
ghould not be conslidered; because it
would not be right and because it
would not he possible. In support of
the first reasom he eavs the English
flag in Canadn  “meang  eonclliation,
profperity, progress; It means partlel-
pation In one of the grandest evolution-
ary movements of the human race,
“while in Cuba the Spanish flag signi-
fles devastation, ruln, murder; It sig-
nifies participation In a movement of
decadence and degencration that hae
no parallel tn history,” he then de-
clares It would not be honorable to In-
gist that the Cuban people remain In
any way dependent upon a government
which has made systemntie starvation
o procedure of war, and which under a
military authority has pursued a poli-
cy of extermination. He gquotea the
letter written by ex-Minlster de Lome
In which he refers to him ns Spain's

reasons
autonomy

truated representative, declaring the
plan of autonomy to be a farce,
Of his second reason he says: “You

can wipe the power of Spain from the
Eens; you can crugh the island and her
peaple under your hand, but you can-
not force autonomy on the Cuban peo-
ple.  Thelr contention for separation
from Spain is too just: (he gap be-
tween them ig too deep; the debt of
blood, fallure and desolatlon Is too
great; and there 18 not a shadow of
community of interesta that can hold
together what everything tends to dis-
rupt, You can force g temporary pence,
but Spanish domination In any form,
never., War with all Its horrors will
constantly recur."

ESTRADA PALMA'S OPINION,

New York, March W.-—~Thomas Es-
trada Paima, of the Cuban revolution
party, in this city today said:

“Proposition for the Cuban pacifica-
tion reported to heve been offered by
Benor Cebellog, was not satisfactory to
the Junta,

“We will not conslder any proposl-
tlon for a settlement of the war,” sald
he, “unless it be bused upon the abso-
ute independence of Cuba, We are
willing to pay Bpain an indemnlty of
not more than §$100,000,000, If this s
not satisfactory to Spuln, we will con-
tinue the war, Our reaosurces are suf-
ficlent to do this. 1T will not recelve
Senor Cebellos unless he wants to treat
on the basis of absolate independence.”

When Sencr Palma was told that
Spanish fours were selllng in the Lon-
don market at 52%, he replied: “I have
recently sold gsome Cuban honds at 60
per cent,"
